Police investigate failing care home after death

An under-fire care home is 
now being investigated by po¬ 
lice following the death of one 
of its residents. 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian reported how Clive 
Morris had removed his elder¬ 
ly mother from Firtree House 
Nursing Home, in Fir Tree 
Road, Banstead, because of 
concerns about her care. 

Mr Morris accused the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC) of 
being “complied in the wrong¬ 
doing of nursing homes” as it 
delayed publishing reports of 
inspections carried out in 
February and May this year 
on its website. 

These showed it had failed to 
meet key standards includ¬ 
ing care and welfare ofj 
people, medicines manage¬ 
ment, staffing, notifica-l 
tion of a death of a I 
resident, providing care,T 
treatment and support 1 
that meet people’s needs, 
caring for people safely and 
protecting them from harm, 
and quality and suitability of 
management. 


After reading this newspa¬ 
per’s article, Trudy Hampton 
got in touch about her father 
Frank West, 86, who died on 
October 14 at Epsom Hospital, 
11 days after he was admitted - 
saying that had she known 
about the failed inspections 
her Dad might still be alive. 

Mr West ran FL West Green¬ 
grocers, on Chessington Road, 
West Ewell, for 20 years, and 
in his youth was a stage hand 
at London’s Windmill The¬ 
atre, when he is believed to 
have been the inspiration for 
the character of Bertie, played 
by singer Will Young in the 
film Mrs Henderson Presents. 

He developed 


Alzheimer’s disease and had 
been a resident at Firtree 
since August, funded by Sur¬ 
rey County Council (SCC). 

Although Mr West died of 
natural causes his daughter 
said police had told her there 
was a high level of opiates in 
his blood when he was admit¬ 
ted to Epsom Hospital. 

He was taken there with 
a head wound after he 
fell out of his bed. 

Ms Hampton said 
Surrey Police told 
her there was no 
record of her 
father being 


given opiates at the care 
home and that they were in¬ 
vestigating the matter. 

She said the home’s matron 
told her a doctor prescribed 
opiates for her father as he 
L was “aggressive” - some- 
^ thing Ms Hampton 
refutes. 


She said the matron told her 
that a nurse, who was trying 
to wash her father and had the 
cot sides down on his bed, left 
him alone to get assistance, 
during which time he fell out 
of the bed. She said the ma¬ 
tron told her this nurse has 
been suspended as 
she should 
never have 
left Mr 


West alone. 

Ms Hampton also questions 
why no one at the home picked 
up Mr West had pneumonia. 

She said: “He wasn’t happy 
at the home. In his lucid mo¬ 
ments he would say ‘Get me 
out - keep fighting girl’.” 

Ms Hampton claimed she 
witnessed a patient being 
slapped by a nurse at the 
home and a lot of residents 
were quite dopey and had 
head injuries. 

She added: “I have lost my 
dad and my life 
is in 
) tatters.”

Adrian Hughes, chief in¬ 
spector of adult social care in 
the south for the CQC, said 
on Tuesday that it inspected 
Firtree again in July and a 
number of shortcomings 
were again identified, leading 
to it being issued with two 
warning notices. 

He promised another 


inspection and enforcement 
action if the home did 
not make the required 
improvements. 

He said: “We are aware of 
the death of Mr West and our 
thoughts are with his family. 

“The home is being moni¬ 
tored closely and we are in 
close contact with the SCC 
adult safeguarding team.” 

Salim Jiwa, the owner of 


Firtree, told the Epsom 
Guardian Mr West’s family 
told him several times they 
were “extremely happy” with 
his care. 

He said: “There was a big 
transformation in him when 
he came to Firtree for the 
better. We offer our sincerest 
condolences to his family. 

“This matter is under 
police investigation and we 


are unable to comment on 
this matter at this present 
time.” 

Mr Jiwa, who told this 
newspaper last week that 
previous problems at the 
home had been resolved after 
the departure of six illegal 
workers and a “burnt-out” 
matron, said of the CQC in¬ 
spection team: “If they came 
now, we hope we have re¬ 


solved all the shortcomings.” 

A Surrey County Council 
spokesman said Mr West’s 
death was being looked into 
by Surrey’s coroner and that 
it would be meeting Firtree’s 
manager this week. 

He said: “We will continue 
to review and monitor on a 
daily basis the care being 
provided at Firtree following 
the CQC inspections.”

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Jail after threats 
to kill neighbour

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A pair of convicted thieves are 
back behind bars for lengthy 
terms after they admitted 
threatening to kill a woman. 

Adrian Robertson, 40, admit¬ 
ted to making threats to kill 
Jackie Rossiter and damaging 
her door at Edinburgh Court, 
Raynes Park, in June last year. 

His partner, Rebecca Mills, 
32, of Lincoln Walk, Epsom, 
also admitted the charges in a 
previous court hearing, as 
well as a charge of racial 
provocation to violence. 

Ms Rossiter lived below Ms 
Mill’s mother, in Edinburgh 
Court, who had been evicted 
due to problems with Ms 
Rossiter. 

At Guildford Crown Court 
on Friday, Robertson, who 
used to live in Mole Court, 
Ewell, and now lives in Guild¬ 
ford, was sentenced to 18 
months in prison, while Mills 
was handed 12 months. 

At 10pm on June 23 last year, 
Ms Rossiter heard loud bang¬ 
ing and music, opened her 
door and saw Mills and 
Robertson. 

She asked the pair to keep 
the noise down and they then 
started banging on her door 



and made the threats to kill 
her. They left when the police 
were called and were later 
arrested. 

The couple previously 
served prison time for stealing 
an 81-year-old’s handbag 
while she took communion in 
Our Lady Immaculate church, 


in Ewell Road, Tolworth. 

For this offence, Robertson 
was sentenced to five months 
in jail and Mill was handed 
eight weeks behind bars. 

In 2009, Robertson was 
jailed for two-and-a-half 
years for robbing a partially 
sighted musician in Epsom. 


Car trails three pupils 
on their way to school 


Parents were warned to take 
extra care last week after 
three children were tailed by a 
car as they made their way to 
school. 

Danetree Junior School, in 
Danetree Road, Ewell, in¬ 
formed parents that the year 5 
students were followed while 
they were on Chessington 
Road last Wednesday. 

James Broad, headteacher, 
said the police were informed 
immediately and the children 
concerned were interviewed. 

Police stepped up patrols 
around the school last week 
and have stayed in contact 
with it over the issue. 

Epsom and Ewell safer 
neighbourhood team sergeant 
Gary Pickett said: “At this 
stage it is unclear what the in¬ 
tentions of the man in the car 
were.

Stabbing trial 

A Massachusetts teenager has admitted 
attempting to murder a young woman 
he stabbed in her own home on Good 
Friday. 

Shane Coffey, 19, from Lincoln Street, 
Weymouth, in Boston, appeared at 
Guildford Crown Court last Wednesday. 

The charges he answered to relate to 
the stabbing of Far ah Dowlut and her 
brother Mohammed Dowlut in their 
home in Hook Road, Epsom, at 4.30am 
on Friday, April 18. 

In court, Coffey pleaded guilty to the 
attempted murder of Farah Dowlut and 
to wounding Mohammed Dowlut with 
intent. 

He pleaded not guilty to the attempted 
murder of Mohammed Dowlut and not 
guilty to aggravated burglary. 

Following the attack, Surrey Police 
asked their US colleagues to search Cof¬ 
fey’s home. They recovered an Xbox 
games console, games, computer equip¬ 
ment and other items. 

According to information filed by US 
police in Quincy District Court, Coffey 
is believed to have met the woman on an 
online gaming site. 

US newspapers reported that he 
bought a plane 
ticket from 
Boston to Lon¬ 
don and booked a 
room at a hotel in 
Epsom, where he 
checked in on 
April 17, the day 
before the attack. 

Coffey will be 
sentenced at 
Guildford Crown 
Court next 
month.

An extremely effective MI5 
World War II operative, who 
pretended to be in the Gestapo 
and befriended British Nazi 
sympathisers, was a quiet 
bank worker from Epsom, it 
has emerged. 

Files released by the Nation¬ 
al Archives in Kew last week 
show that the double agent, 
who worked under the 
pseudonym Jack King, was ac¬ 
tually Eric Arthur Roberts, 
who was in his 30s when he 
was recruited by MI5. 

Mr Roberts, of Tattenham 
Grove, Tattenham Corner, 
was a father-of-two who 
worked at the Westminster 
Bank in Hampstead Road, 
London. 

He had worked at the bank 
for 15 years before he was re¬ 
cruited to MI5 by senior agent 
Maxwell Knight, who had “the 
highest opinion of his charac¬ 
ter and abilities”. 

The files revealed that Mr 
Roberts was “thoroughly 
familiar with everything 
connected with the various 
pro-Nazi organisations in

this country”. 

RW Jones, the bank’s assis¬ 
tant controller, wrote to MI5 
and said: “What we would like 
to know here is what are the 
particular and special qualifi¬ 
cations of Mr Roberts, which 
we have not been able to per¬ 
ceive - for some particular 
work of national importance?” 

Mr Roberts’ role involved 
him posing as a Gestapo offi¬ 
cer, acting as a focus point for 
information gathered about 
the war effort by Nazi sympa¬ 
thisers in Britain, ensuring it 
did not reach the enemy. 

He duped Nazi sympathisers 
into believing they were 


spying for Hitler and even 
handed his “spies” fake Ger¬ 
man medals, made by MI5, in 
recognition of their work for 
the Third Reich. 

Some of the Nazi sympathis¬ 
ers were ordinary people who 
were motivated by violent 
anti-Semitism, some were ex¬ 
patriate Germans, while oth¬ 
ers were members of Oswald 
Mosley’s British Union of 
Fascists. 

The files released contain 
material consisting of tran¬ 
scribed conversations be¬ 
tween Jack King and 
members of his pro-Nazi 
group, bringing in reports 
about the Allied war effort 
suitable for passing to Berlin. 

The subjects discussed in¬ 
clude the need for a renewed 
Blitz, with more bomb damage 
aimed at undermining public 
morale, and possible aid to an 
invading German force. 

Mr Roberts was born in Sus¬ 
sex and spoke Spanish and 
French and some Italian, Por¬ 
tuguese and German. He was 
a member of the former Anglo 
Japanese Judo Club. 

After the war, Mr Roberts 
left MI5 and moved with his 
family to Canada, where he 
died in 1972. 



Media students are using the 
internet to finance the shoot¬ 
ing of a horror movie in a re¬ 
putedly haunted Gothic 
mansion.

The group of 17 and 18- 
year-old Btec level three ex¬ 
tended diploma students 
were given the script, but will

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Prisoners on trial over mutiny

Eleven men standing trial for 
mutiny at High Down prison 
felt “banged-up like kippers” 
following austerity measures 
introduced by the Govern¬ 
ment last year. 

The young men, who were 
all inmates at the Banstead 
prison last October, sat to¬ 
gether in the dock at Black- 
friars Crown Court on 
Wednesday. 

They are charged with tak¬ 
ing part in a prison mutiny 
and causing criminal damage 
on October 21 and 22 last 
year. 

They stand accused of “en¬ 
gaging in conduct intended to 


further a common purpose of 
overthrowing lawful authori¬ 
ty at High Down prison”. 

All 11 pleaded not guilty to 
all of the alleged offences. 

In his opening statement to 
the jury, Mark Seymour, 
prosecuting, said the incident 
began at 5.30pm on October 
21 last year when a group of 
prisoners, including the de¬ 
fendants, refused to return to 
their cells when instructed to 
do so by a prison officer. 

Mr Seymour said: “Officer 
Williams said ‘they were say¬ 
ing f *** off, we want our asso¬ 
ciation, we are not going 
behind our doors’.” 

The court heard how the de¬ 
fendants then moved to the 
landing above and filed into a 
cell on this floor, B317, before 
barricading the door with a 


bunk bed and other furniture 
inside. 

Mr Seymour said: “There 
was a demand note under the 
door. 

“It read ‘The reason for 
these capers is we are not get¬ 
ting enough food, exercise, 
showers or gym and we want 
to see the governor lively’ 
and that they were ‘not get¬ 
ting any association and 
banged up like kippers’.” 

The jury of five women and 
seven men heard how the 
prisoners stayed in the cell 
for the next seven-and-a-half 
hours. 

Mr Seymour said: “It was 
not a peaceful protest in any 
shape or form. The cell was 
totally trashed.” 

The court was told that the 
defendants made claims of 


having a gun, made reference 
to a hostage being taken and 
that there were threats of a 
“dirty protest”. 

The defendants were also 
allegedly setting fire to items 
inside the cell. 

The jury heard how two ne¬ 
gotiators were apparently 
spat on and one of the defen¬ 
dants said “he was p****d-off 
as they were being treated 
like animals”. 

The barrister added: “He 
wasn’t happy with the lack 
of showers. He said he had 
tried to complain, but wasn’t 
being listened to and the 
protest was to get the gover¬ 
nor’s attention.” 

Mr Seymour said when 40 
specialist officers arrived at 
the cell in riot gear, includ¬ 
ing a team known as the 


Tornadoes, at 12.45am, they 
opened the door and “the pris¬ 
oners didn’t come quietly”. 

He told the court: “When of¬ 
ficers removed the door to 
the cell there was an attack 
on the officers with home¬ 
made weapons. 

“They [the defendants] suc¬ 
ceeded in secluding and over¬ 
throwing lawful authority in 
the prison at the time.” 

The barrister said the pris¬ 
oners were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to surrender 
themselves on several occa¬ 
sions, but they refused to do 
so. 

The barrister said that an 
authorised phone call made 
half-an-hour before the inci¬ 
dent begun, by Mr Rowe, in¬ 
dicated that the alleged 
mutiny was preplanned.

He said other prisoners 
started “acting up” inside 
High Down, mirroring what 
was going on inside cell B317. 

The defendants are Martin 
Prince, Cory Stewart, Peter 
Gafney, Oshane Gayle, Cal- 
lum Hollingsworth, Sam 
Davies, Anuar Niyongaba, 
Jordan Rowe, Charlie Demp¬ 
ster, Nathaniel Johnson and 
Nicholas Carlton. 

The trial, being heard be¬ 
fore Judge Blacksell QC and 
expected to last three to four 
weeks, continues.

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Surgeon was killed 
unlawfully in Syria

A surgeon who was found dead 
in a Syrian prison was unlaw¬ 
fully killed, a jury has found. 

Dr Abbas Khan, 32, travelled 
to the war-torn country to work 
at a hospital treating bombing 
victims, but was arrested with¬ 
in 48 hours of entering the 
country in November 2012. 

The father-of-two, from 
Streatham, was a research fel¬ 
low at the elective orthopaedic 
centre (EOC) at Epsom Hospital 
between August 2011 and Jan¬ 
uary 2012. 

At the end of an inquest into 
his death, which started two 
weeks ago at the Royal Courts of 
Justice, the forewoman of the 
jury said that Dr Khan was delib¬ 
erately and intentionally killed 
without any legal justification. 

The jury said the cause of the 
doctor’s death was unascertained. 

Dr Khan was tortured and 
beaten by interrogators and 
held in captivity until his death 
on December 16 last year. 

The Syrian regime claim he 
hanged himself in his cell, but 
his family have always been 
adamant that he was murdered. 

Last week, the inquest heard

how Dr Khan’s mother Fatima 
Mahmood went alone to Damas¬ 
cus to find her son in July last 
year after eight months of tire¬ 
lessly contacting different em¬ 
bassies, the Foreign Office and 
human rights organisations to 
no avail. 

In Syria, she visited foreign 
embassies, government min¬ 
istries and even prisons. 

On July 24, she took a taxi to a 
prison where, unknown to her, 
Dr Khan was incarcerated. 


The guards said they could 
not confirm whether he was 
held there. 

Finally, on August 1 last year, 
she got to see Dr Khan at the 
Court of Terrorism. 

She said he was a “skeleton” 
with black marks on his hands - 
as though he had received elec¬ 
tric shocks - and his feet were 
burnt. 

She said: “I threw myself at 
the judge’s feet and said ‘Sir 
please, please have mercy on 
my son, please release him’.” 

Shortly afterwards he was 
moved from the notorious Far’ 
Falastin prison to Adra prison, 
where conditions were better, 
but he was found dead last De¬ 
cember, just three days before 
his promised release. 

After the verdict, the family 
posted on Facebook: “We as a 
family are relieved that the jury 
for the inquest into Abbas’s 
death unanimously found that 
he was deliberately and inten¬ 
tionally killed by the Syrian 
regime unlawfully. This is a 
small step towards justice for 
the family and the Syrian 
regime must still be made to an¬ 
swer for this heinous act. 

“Thank you to all of you who 
have kept Abbas and my family 
in your prayers and given us the 
support to go through this.”

Bookshop could be back by Yule 


Waterstones looks set to make a 
welcome return to Epsom in 
time for Christmas after a plan¬ 
ning application to open a 
branch in the town was submit¬ 
ted to the council. 

Last week our website epsom- 
guardian.co.uk reported ru¬ 
mours circulating around the 
market town that the much¬ 
loved bookstore - which shut its 
branch in the Ashley Centre in 
February 2012 - will be making a 
return, this time to the High 
Street. 

We can now confirm that 
Adaire Properties submitted a 
planning application to Epsom 
Council three weeks ago to lease 
5-7 Epsom High Street - the 
premises previously occupied by 


Sony Centre and Pizza Hut - as a 
new Waterstones bookshop. 

The much-loved book chain 
has approached the developer’s 
agent, Lambert Smith Hampton, 
to open a new shop there “in 
time for Christmas trade”. 

In a planning statement sub¬ 
mitted to the council, Lambert 
Smith Hampton said: “Pre-appli¬ 
cation correspondence from 
Epsom and Ewell Borough 
Council’s planning officer con¬ 
firmed that the council would be 
very supportive of the proposal 
to return vacant town centre 
shops to active use, with the po¬ 
tential return of a renowned 
bookshop to the town centre.” 

Commenting on the story on¬ 
line, Johnny Cash said: “At the 


top end of the high street will 
show other retailers there is 
hope and not just charity shops. 

“Be brave, head up the road. 
Bravo Waterstones.” 

Homecomer said: “Yes. Please 
come back. I remember my UCA 
days and picking up the books 
that I needed, pottering around 
with my mates, buying books for 
my kids. 

“Traditional books are beauti¬ 
ful things. 

“Waterstone’s would be a first 
brick in the process of rebuild¬ 
ing Epsom town centre.” 

Waterstones refused to con¬ 
firm or deny the rumours last 
week, but said it would keep the 
Epsom Guardian updated on any 
developments.

A wave of support on social media 
looks likely to have secured con¬ 
tinued public access to formal 
gardens outside Nonsuch Man¬ 
sion House. 

It comes after concerns that 
overuse of the formal gardens 
next to the mansion in Nonsuch 
Park was damaging the grass and 
disrupting the tranquillity of the 
area. 

Under an old bylaw the lawns 
are off-limits to the public, but a 
laissez-faire approach to the rule 
means families regularly sit on 
them and young children play 
there through much of the year. 

Members of the Nonsuch 
Watch, an environmental group 
committed to preserving the park, 
contacted Cheam councillor 
Mary Burstow recently to share 
their anxieties. 

The mansion often hosts wed¬ 
dings, and “Keep off the Grass” 
signs were put in place earlier 
in the year to prevent picnick¬ 
ers from ruining their wedding 
photos. 

Dogs, ball games, scooters, and 
bikes are barred in the grounds 


behind the mansion. 

Coun Burstow is also chair¬ 
woman of the Nonsuch Park joint 
management committee, which is 
made up of three Sutton council¬ 
lors and three Epsom and Ewell 
councillors, who meet up four 
times a year to discuss issues af¬ 
fecting the park. 

According to the Sutton council¬ 
lor one member of the Nonsuch 
Watch wrote to say the park was 
“huge” and that “the reason it 
was a nice lawn, was that for 
years people were not allowed on 
it and it was maintained as part of 
the gardens”. 

But their concerns were met 
with a wave of opposition from 
parents and park users, after 
Coun Burstow posted on the 
Malden Road Association and 
What’s On in Cheam Facebook 
pages on October 8, asking people 
to give their views on the issue. 

Caroline Pendrill, who takes her 
children to Nonsuch Park, took to 
Facebook to voice her support for 
access to the gardens. 

She said: “As a parent it is won¬ 
derful to have a such a beautiful 
space on the doorstep where our 
children can play and roam safely 
either on the lawns or in the 
woods. 

“The garden is in immaculate 


condition despite its many 
visitors. 

“I have never seen any littering 
or antisocial behaviour.” 

Emma Dallimore posted: “We 
use this area a lot with our little 
ones, it brings great joy to them. 

“A few weeks ago we sat on the 
grass as a family and listened to 
music being played at the man¬ 
sion for a wedding. It was a won¬ 
derful afternoon.” 

The Malden Association web¬ 
site received 31 comments with 
19 people in favour of continuing 
public use. 

The What’s On in Cheam post 
received 92 comments, with the 
vast majority being of the same 
mind. 

On her website cheam. 
mycouncillor.org.uk Coun 
Burstow said: “The joint man¬ 
agement committee will need to 
decide if it is an appropriate use 
of officer time to write a report 
on an issue, which the public 
have made clear they hold firm 
opinions on. 

“In a time of budget cuts and 
austerity is it appropriate to 
even consider diverting funds 
from important services to pay 
for park keepers to enforce ‘Keep 
off the Grass’ signs? 

“I do not think it is.”

A man so deeply moved by the 
death of drummer Lee Rigby that 
he painted a minature portrait of 
him has presented it to his griev¬ 
ing mother. 

Christopher Vale, 71, from 
Banstead, met Lyn Rigby on Sun¬ 
day at Blackheath, south London, 
to present her with the small 
painting. 

Mr Rigby was stabbed to death 
in May last year while walking 
during the day in a street in Wool¬ 
wich, south-east London, by Is¬ 
lamic extremists Michael 
Adebolajo and Michael 
Adebowale. 

The presentation came just 
days after another Islamic ex¬ 
tremist shot and killed a Canadi¬ 
an solder at a war memorial in 
Ottawa, before being shot dead 
himself inside the country’s par¬ 
liament building. 

Mr Vale explained that he was 
so upset by drummer Rigby’s 
death that he decided to create a 
memento for his family. 

He said: “I saw it on the news 
and I was so, so upset over it. I 
thought ‘This poor man, it must 
be awful’. After the funeral, I 
thought the picture would be a 


nice keepsake for Lyn. 

“I used to dabble with pictures, 
but it was 10 years since I last had 
a go. I collect portrait miniatures 
and thought ‘Let’s give this a go’.” 

Mr Vale used a magnifying 
glass to complete the picture 
which measures two-and-a-half 
by three-and-a-half inches and it 
took 15 hours to complete. 

He added: “You’ve got to have 
very, very steady hands.” 

The pensioner said presenting 
the portrait to Ms Rigby was very 
emotional. 

He said: “Lyn said the likeness 
is very good and then she burst 
into tears. It made us all very 
emotional. We talked generally 


about her family and her 
feelings. 

“She pressed my hand and said 
to me ‘It’s so nice that I get some¬ 
thing which I will remember and 
treasure’. 

“After we left we received a text 
from Lyn which said ‘Thank you 
for a lovely get together, it meant 
the world to me. The painting is a 
true likeness of Lee, beautiful. I 
will treasure it forever’.” 

Mrs Rigby’s poignant words 
come after Greenwich Council 
revealed that a memorial stone 
will be placed in St George’s 
Chapel gardens, opposite Wool¬ 
wich Barracks, where father-of- 
one Mr Rigby was based.

A brave young boy with numerous 
allergies and a syndrome that 
can make his body swell up has 
enjoyed a charity trip to Disney 
World last month with his family. 

Morgan Bishop, four, from 
Tadworth, suffers with severe 
eczema, asthma and multiple al¬ 
lergies, as well as nephrotic syn¬ 
drome, which makes him swell 
up when protein leaks out of his 
kidneys, and has been admitted 
to hospital a number of times. 

His conditions mean it is diffi¬ 
cult for Morgan to go to restau¬ 
rants, children’s parties or soft 
play areas as environmental fac¬ 
tors can aggravate his eczema. 

But his mother Dana Bishop, 
35, said: “Through all of this 
Morgan is a little fighter and still 
keeps smiling.” 

She said the family - including 
Morgan’s father Paul and one- 
year-old brother Jenson, enjoyed 
some welcome respite last 
month when the Make A Wish 
Foundation arranged for them to 
visit Disney World Florida. 

They stayed at a specialised 
village that caters for children 
with life-threatening and termi¬ 
nal conditions. 

She added: “It was a welcome 
break from the day-to-day suffer¬ 
ing, to focus on the positive,” 

Next month, Morgan will 
officially open Santa’s grotto at 
Chessington Garden Centre. 

The youngster had eczema 
diagnosed when he was six 
months old. 

After turning one, he had blood 
tests that highlighted a number 
of allergies including to dogs, 
cats, horses, pollen, fish, soya, 
dairy, egg, nuts, avocado, kiwi, 
bananas and latex. 

Morgan was able to start 



school part-time this September, 
where he has bonded with anoth¬ 
er youngster who suffers from 
multiple allergies. 

Mrs Bishop added: “He’s a 
brave little boy for what he has to 
put up with. 

“The kidney syndrome is the 
most life-threatening, but the 
eczema is hard to live with. He is 
uncomfortable and itching and 
sore every day. 

“At parties we have to take all 


our own food, we can’t really go 
to restaurants. 

“He can’t go on bouncy castles 
or touch balloons and we can’t 
take him swimming. 

“He’s a little character. Every¬ 
body knows him. He’s got a very 
strong personality.” 

In August, the family was 
featured on a BBC Horizon 
documentary about living with 
children who have severe 
allergies. 


Santa’s gearing up for a busy December 


Christmas is coming and so is 
Santa Claus. 

His team has just announced 
that he plans to tour the Banstead 
area in his sleigh again this year 
to raise money for local charities. 

Banstead Rotary charity collec¬ 
tions have raised more than 
£250,000 since they began, and 
£8,000 last Christmas. 


The club is hoping to match that 
figure during its evening rounds 
in Banstead and Nork from 
December 3 to 19. 

The full street-by-street 
itinerary that the sleigh and 
entourage will follow can be 
found on its website. 

Rotarian Ian Caldwell said: 
“Children and parents expect us 


to be coming and they come out of 
their houses to meet Father 
Christmas who waves or stops to 
talk to them. 

“It really is the beginning of 
Christmas for them.” 

Every year the club erects a 
large Christmas tree on the 
roundabout at the end of the High 
Street a month before Christmas 
and gives four smaller trees to 
local schools. 

These schools are Banstead 
Middle School, Epsom Downs 
Primary School, Warren Mead 
School and the Beacon School. 

Founded 63 years ago, the tradi¬ 
tion of the Christmas collection is 
as old as the club which has now 
raised more than £250,000 for 
charitable causes locally and 
internationally. 

The money has gone to charities 
including the Royal Marsden, dis¬ 
ability charity the Queen Eliza¬ 
beth foundation, learning support 
charity the Sunnybank Trust and 
the Epsom and Ewell Foodbank.

Wheelchair users beg for 
pavement pothole repairs

Disabled pensioners whose 
wheelchairs cannot navigate 
the county’s potholed pave¬ 
ments have spoken of their 
misery and demanded action. 

Last week, the Epsom 
Guardian reported on the 
plight of 79-year-old Barbara 
Burrows, of Lyme Regis Road, 
Banstead, who said the pave¬ 
ments around Banstead and 
Nork are so bad that she had 
to hitchhike home after her 
electric scooter broke down. 

After reading Ms Burrows’ 
story another three elderly 
people in similar situations 
contacted this newspaper to 
call for urgent repairs near 
their homes. 

• Roger Gurr, 74, of Chadacre 
Road, Epsom, needs to use a 
wheelchair to travel any 
distance. 

He said the surface of the 
pavements around his area 
are “particularly appalling” 
and the pavement of his road 
has not been resurfaced in 40 
years. 

Mr Gurr said: “I just feel 
somebody should speak up for 
people who use small wheels. 

“Sometimes you are dipping 
into the road and it gets 
worrying. 

“In Stoneleigh Broadway the 
paving slabs are uneven. 

“Craters on some other 
paths have appeared at the 
entrance to Nonsuch Park and 


on its many paths and roads. 

“There are several rows of 
bricks set on one of the paths 
and your teeth vibrate when 
you go over them. I have to be 
careful and hold my tongue 
between my teeth. 

“When will Surrey County 
Council (SCC) appreciate that 
small wheels find every little 
bump and every little crack. 

“Are they discriminating 
against the old and disabled? 

“Please SCC think of small 
wheel users too.” 

A SCC spokeswoman said it 
will inspect the roads for safe¬ 
ty defects and carry out any 
necessary repairs. 

She said: “If the resident is 
asking for complete resurfac¬ 
ing of these roads this is obvi¬ 
ously a great deal more 
expensive and therefore has to 
be considered against other 
priorities.” 

• Mary Hollamby, 88, of 
Petters Road, Ashtead, said 
she is stuck indoors be¬ 
cause the pavements in and 
around her road are in such 
a bad condition. 

A woman who prides her¬ 
self on her independence, 
Mrs Hollamby only gave up 
driving two years ago - her 
own choice - and said her 
scooter, costing hundreds 
of pounds, simply now sits 
with her indoors. 

She pays for taxis to take 
her to important appoint¬ 
ments and to go shopping. 

She said: “I can’t visit 
anybody who lives more 
than five minutes away. 


Mobility misery as

“The pavement surfaces 
tip up and down. It’s a great 
obstacle. 

“Why should I be house¬ 
bound and have to pay for 
taxis to take me to the li¬ 
brary, pharmacy and doc¬ 
tors? 

“After years of writing to 
and calling councillors and 
actually meeting them on¬ 
site they haven’t done any¬ 
thing about it. They have 
neglected to do what they 
are employed to do. 

“My son keeps my scooter 
maintained for me in the 
hope that I could be able to 
use it.” 

A SCC spokeswoman said: 
“We liaise and work with the 
Mole Valley access group 
about issues for highway 
users with disabilities, but 
this particular location has 
not been mentioned by the 
group. 

“We do carry out regular 
highway safety inspections 
and deal with any dangerous 
defects we find. 

“We would be happy to look 
at any specific issues with the 
lady concerned if she would 
like to make contact with us.” 
• Janet Jones, of Diceland 
Road, Banstead, lives in the 
next street to Ms Burrows. 

The 59-year-old MS sufferer 
said a journey in her electrical 
wheelchair around the area

causes her a great deal of 
stress and upset. 

She said: “I feel so dizzy I 
have to stop because I think 
my head is going to drop off. 
All because of the uneven 
pavements with gaping gaps 
in them. 

“It really is a desperate situ¬ 
ation. We’re all a long time 
dead so while we’re here it 
would be nice to take a stroll, 
even on wheels, without all 
these difficulties.” 

A SCC spokesman said: “We 
will inspect the pavement in 
Diceland Road and carry out 
any necessary urgent repairs, 
but the council’s huge budget 
pressures mean any major up¬ 
grades will need to be consid¬ 
ered against other priorities. 

“We’ll be resurfacing the 
nearby public footpath outside 
Horsecroft Meadows in Lyme 
Regis Road in the coming 
months.”

Enthusiast spends 20 years recreating stations 


After two decades of tireless 
work, a train enthusiast has 
finally realised his dream 
of creating a huge model 
railway of Epsom. 

His 60ft layout of the town’s 
two train stations in 1929 won 
the top prize at its first public 
showing at a model railway 
exhibition last month. 

Bob Cummings, 70, who 
lived in Epsom for 30 years 
before moving to the south 
coast, used a large lorry to 
transport his model to the 
Scalefour exhibition in Stoke 
Mandeville. 

Mr Cummings, a former 
member of the Epsom and 
Ewell Model Railway Club, 


said: “I'm absolutely over the 
moon. It’s 20 years of work. 

“It was the first showing 
and it won first prize. I’m 
absolutely delighted.” 

The layout includes Epsom 
station, which still exists but 
looks very different today, 
and a former station in Upper 
High Street, previously 
named Station Road. 

Two rival train companies 
used to run the stations and 
their separate railway lines 
went to different parts of 
London. 

The model captures a snap¬ 
shot in time when the lines 
were connected at today’s 
station, but the other station 


had not yet closed down. 

Mr Cummings said: “I have 
always loved trains since I 
was eight years old. The his¬ 
tory was also very absorbing. 
The two companies did not 
like each other at all. 

“Because I have dabbled in 
model railways, I decided I 
would like to make the 
railway line between the 
stations.” 

Many of the buildings on 
the model near the railway 
line, including several 
cinemas and two of Sains- 
bury’s earliest shops, are still 
recognisable today. 

Ewell resident Brian 
Angus, who attended the 


exhibition in Stoke Mandev¬ 
ille, said he first heard about 
Mr Cummings’ grand plan a 
decade ago. 

He said: “It was quite mov¬ 
ing to see these buildings I re¬ 
member from when I was 
young and walked past them 
every day. 

“It was something to see 
this very ambitious dream 
realised.” 

Mr Cummings said he 
hopes to bring his layout to 
Epsom and Ewell Model Rail¬ 
way Club’s show at Nescot 
College in 2016.

A train and transport 
enthusiast has travelled 5,500 
miles all over the country - 
the distance from the UK to 
Asia - in a week to raise 
money for charity. 

Peter Mugridge, from 
Epsom, had the idea of com¬ 
pleting the Sleeper Chal¬ 
lenge, which had not 
previously been done for 
charity, and pitched the idea 
to the train companies 
involved. 

Over seven days last month, 
Mr Mugridge, who became 
deaf at the age of five, com¬ 
pleted the trip on all six 
British sleeper services - 
trains which accommodate 
all passengers in beds for 
overnight journeys. 

The journeys saw him trav¬ 
elling to Penzance, Glasgow, 
Edinburgh, Fort William, 
Inverness and Aberdeen. 

After each outward journey 
by sleeper, the first of which 
started from Epsom, he raced 
back to London on a day-time 
train to complete another 
sleeper service the following

evening. 

Train companies East 
Coast, First Great Western, 
First ScotRail and Virgin 
Trains provided free travel 
for the challenge. 

A former pupil at Mary 
Hare School for the deaf, Mr 
Mugridge raised money to 
help fund improvements at 
the school, as well as for the 
Railway Children charity, 
which provides support to 
street children in the UK, 
India and East Africa. 

Mr Mugridge said: “The 
challenge is not as easy as it 
sounds and has taken a year 
of planning with a team of 
senior railway managers. 

“Checking the timetable

was the easy bit - the difficult 
bit was finding a week that 
avoided any engineering 
works that could affect the 
running of any of the trains, 
avoiding the busy school holi¬ 
day times, avoiding bank hol¬ 
idays while still being at a 
time of year when there is a 
good chance of reasonable 
weather. 

“On top of all that, it had to 
fit around my work schedule. 

“The event ran very 


smoothly indeed. Every train 
ran to time and while the 
days were long there was at 
least the sleeper for the 
overnight travel so I was able 
to stay refreshed and relaxed 
for the entire week.”

Prices predicted to 
rise by five per cent 

Report forecasts a slowdown in 2015 



A new report predicts that UK 
house prices will grow by five per 
cent throughout 2015, with prime 
central London (PCL) house 
prices growing by two per cent. 

This is on top of a predicted 
nine per cent growth for residen¬ 
tial house prices across the UK 
and three per cent growth in PCL 
prices in 2014. 

And the looming 2015 election 
will be a factor in any market un¬ 
certainty. 

These forecasts, by Strutt & 
Parker and its economic advisors 
Volterra, are in stark contrast to 
2010 and 2011 when PCL prices 
surged by over 13 per cent year- 
on-year. 

So while improved economic 
foundations suggest prices will 
continue to rise over the next few 
years, the biggest perceived un¬ 
certainty between now and 2015 
is around the looming election. 

"Agents are reporting a contin¬ 
ued slowdown in some areas as 
buyers and sellers nervously 
await news on the upcoming Gen¬ 
eral Election and the potential for 
Mansion Tax," said Stephanie 
McMahon, head of research at 
Strutt & Parker. 

"This is beginning to feed 
through into transaction levels. 

As is often the case in uncertain 
times, it may also be that trans¬ 
action levels will decrease in the 
run up to May 2015, but values 


could hold up better than expect¬ 
ed." 

"Above and beyond the General 
Election there are a number of 
other potential headwinds slow¬ 
ing the property market, includ¬ 
ing talk of interest rate changes 
and the Mortgage Market Review 
(MMR) and the slowdown it is 
causing." 

"It's important to remember 
that the property market is all 
about supply and demand. On 
the supply side, the Government 
is continuing to boost house 
building across the country, and 
recent output figures from the 
construction sector reflect this. 

"House prices tend to rise when 
stock is low and with more hous¬ 
es being built, particularly in the 
lower end of the housing market, 
this could also have an effect on 
UK house prices over the next 
few months." 

"The main driver for price mar¬ 
ket price growth in recent years 
has indeed been the consistent 
shortage of good quality housing 
stock in highly sought after 
prime locations. 

"Any future increase of 
supply to the market in 
central London would 
therefore put downward 
pressure on PCL house 
prices and we have taken this 
into consideration in our Lon¬ 
don predictions."

New home building across the 
UK hit its highest level in seven 
years in the third quarter of 
2014. 

Figures released by the New 
House Building council (NHBC) 
show new home registrations 
are at their highest since 2007 
- up eight per cent on the 
same period last year. 

But the rate of increase was 
slower in Greater London and 
actually dipped slightly in the 
south east. 

"It is apparent that housing 
growth is no longer London 
and south-east centric, with 
these regions beginning to 


show signs of cooling," said 
NHBC's chief executive Mike 
Quinton. 

"However, the UK still has a 
chronic shortage of new 
homes." 

In total, 36,343 new homes in 
the UK were registered with 
NHBC between July and 
September this year, compared 
to 33,573 for the same period 
in 2013. 

This is a 14 per cent increase 
for the private sector. The num¬ 
ber of new homes registered in 
Greater London rose from 
5,379 in 2013 to 5,694 this year.

Licence fees fall 

Drivers will save up to £150 million 
over the next lOyears as the cost of 
getting a driving licence is slashed, 
Chief Secretary to the Treasury 
Danny Alexander and Transport 
Minister Claire Perry announced last 
week. 

Driving licence fees will fall by up 
to 32 per cent as part of the 
Government's commitment to 
deliver savings to the taxpayer. 

The changes, which follow a 
recent public consultation, come 
into force from Friday, October 31. 
Drivers applying online will see the 
fee for a provisional driving licence 
fall from £50 to £34 and online 
renewals after 10 years fall from 
£20 to £14. The fee for driver 
tachograph cards - used by 
businesses to record how far their 
staff are driving - will fall from £38 
to £32. 



WHAT'S NEW?: Fiat's evergreen 500 
has been turned into a 
fire-breathing hot hatch 
before by legendary firm Abarth, 
but the latest version is now a 
permanent addition to the range. 

Available in semi-sensible 
Turismo or the 100 per cent barmy 
Competitzione guise tested here, 
the Abarth 500 is not for the faint 
of heart. 

There's a turbocharged 1.4-litre 
petrol unit up front that offers a 
healthy 158bhp but more 
significantly 170lb.ft of torque. 

The exterior wears a seriously 
tough bodykit and gorgeous alloy 
wheel options, while there's stiffer 
suspension and uprated brakes too. 

LOOKS AND IMAGE: It's hard not 
to love the look of this car. 

From a rational point of view, it 
has the proportions of a roller¬ 
skate, with a short wheelbase, big 
wheels and minimal ride height, 
but it just makes you want to get in 
and drive it. Any notion that the 
standard 500 is a car 'just for girls' 
is dismissed in a flash when it's 
turned into an Abarth. 

SPACE AND PRACTICALITY: 

Don't forget that the Abarth is 
still a city car, however much its 
transformation has rendered it 


better suited to the open road. 

So up front there is a respectable 
amount of space for adults but the 
driving position is better suited to 
those under six feet in height. In 
the rear it's kids or adults who are 
willing, rather than pure luxury. 

BEHIND THE WHEEL: This 
particular 595 had the optional 
leather bucket seats, which are 
terrifically supportive and look 
superb. In fact it's very easy to be 
carried away with the options list, 
especially when the end result is so 
much fun. 

Drive the 595 in the manner it 
deserves and you'll revel in the 
gloriously torquey engine, the 


hilariously raucous exhaust note 
and the way in which it dives into 
bends with limitless enthusiasm. 

It's a car that works best when you 
chuck it about rather than use a 
delicate hand. Do so and it's a 
complete riot, as well as 
remarkably quick.

Keep a check on lights 


An estimated half a million cars 
with a defective light will present a 
greater hazard on the roads now 
the clocks have gone back, 
according to the AA, which is 
encouraging drivers to check their 
light bulbs. 

It says last year, faulty lights and 
failure to fix them contributed to 
168 road accidents in Great 
Britain, including four deaths and 
33 seriously injured victims. 

Cars with a defective driver-side 
front or back light can look like a 
motorbike from a distance making 
judging gaps and overtaking a real 
hazard, as well as increasing the 
risk of being hit following a 
breakdown. 

AA tips for checking your lights: 

Anyone attempting to change a 
bulb in their car should always 
read the car manufacturer's 
handbook and any guidelines 
supplied with the replacement 
bulb before proceeding. 

- Check all of them at least once 
every fortnight not forgetting 
headlights at full-beam, indicators 
and fog lights too. 



- Keep them clean - a build-up 
of dirt can limit performance. 

- Brake lights can be checked by 
reversing up close to a wall or 
asking someone to help. 

- Some bulbs can be relatively 
easily replaced but drivers of 
some cars, especially those with 
restricted access to the light units, 
will need specialist help. 

- Darker evenings also make it 
more important to keep the inside 
and outside of your car's windows 
clean to improve visibility. 

- Windscreen wash should be 
kept topped up and wiper blades 
checked periodically.
